There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  Medical  and 
General  Staff  during  the  year.  Dr.  Walker,  who  had 
been  in  the  service  of  the  Asylum  for  28  years,  and  had 
since  1900  held  the  office  of  Medical  Superintendent, 
after  an  absence  on  leave  for  six  months,  was,  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  continued  ill-health,  and  to  the  deep  regret  of 
the  Committee,  obliged  to  retire  in  May  last,  when  he 
was  granted  a  superannuation  allowance. 

Dr.  Charles  Planck,  who  has  been  in  the  service  of 
the  Asylum  since  1894,  and  who  for  the  past  ten  years 
had  been  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer,  has  been 
appointed  to  the  office  of  Medical  Superintendent. 
Dr.  G.  H.  Harper-Smith,  of  Claybury  Asylum,  has 
been  appointed  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer  and 
Pathologist,  and  Dr.  H.  J.  Forster,  Second  Assistant 
Medical  Officer. 

The  Housekeeper,  Mrs.  Woodhouse,  has,  to  the 
regret  of  the  Committee,  also  been  compelled  to  resign 
on  account  of  ill-health.  She  had  completed  26^  years’ 
service,  and  has  been  granted  a  superannuation  allow¬ 
ance.  Miss  Mary  Darbyshire,  the  Assistant  Female 
Officer,  has  been  promoted  to  the  position  of  House¬ 
keeper,  and  Mrs.  Ethel  Austins  has  been  appointed 
Assistant  Female  Officer. 
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Superannuation  allowances  have  been  granted  during 
the  year  (in  addition  to  the  two  officers  above  mentioned) 
to  Thomas  Walter  Rants,  charge  attendant;  James 
Cook,  bricklayer  ;  and  Beatrice  Hill,  nurse. 

The  Asylums  Officers  Superannuation  Act,  1909, 
which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  April  last,  and  which 
required  every  officer  or  servant  coming  within  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Act  to  contribute  towards  a  Pension 
Fund,  has  been  the  subject  of  a  special  report  by  the 
Committee  to  the  Council. 

The  patients  have  been  visited  and  the  wards 
inspected  at  each  meeting  by  members  of  the 
Committee. 

The  meetings  of  the  Farm,  Finance  and  Stores  Sub- 
Committees  have  reported  on  the  various  matters  under 
their  supervision  at  each  meeting  of  the  Visiting 
Committee. 

During  the  year  Deputations  from  Boards  of 
Guardians  visited  the  patients  chargeable  to  their 
respective  Unions,  and  in  every  case  left  favourable 
reports. 

The  cottages  on  the  Estate,  the  farm  house  and  farm 
buildings,  and  certain  of  the  officers’  rooms  have  been 
repaired  and  painted  at  a  cost  of  about  £160.  The 
work  of  plastering  the  walls  of  Male  Wards  Nos.  1,  2, 
3,  and  4  is  also  being  carried  out  at  a  cost  of  ^"68 7. 
Both  of  these  items  of  expenditure  will  be  defrayed  out 
of  the  Building  and  Repairs  Fund. 

The  Committee  have  to  report  the  gift  of  ^100  to  the 
Institution  by  a  relative  of  a  former  patient  in  the 
Asylum  as  some  recognition  of  the  kindness  and  medical 
attention  shewn  to  the  patient,  and  this  sum  has  been 
placed  to  a  special  account  with  the  Asylum  Treasurer 
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until  it  has  been  decided  to  what  purpose  it  shall  be 
applied. 

On  the  28th  May  last  the  Committee  reported  to  the 
Council  with  a  synopsis  of  the  Accounts  for  the  year 
ended  31st  March  last,  and  these  Accounts  have  been 
published  in  the  Committee’s  Annual  Blue  Book. 

The  Committee  beg  to  inform  the  Council  that  the 
amount  of  the  Building  and  Repairs  Fund,  which,  as  the 
Council  are  aware,  consists  of  the  excess  arising  from 
the  receipts  in  respect  of  maintenance  of  patients  taken 
under  contract  from  other  Authorities,  or  otherwise 
chargeable  to  Unions  outside  the  County  Borough  of 
Brighton,  was,  at  the  date  of  the  last  Annual  Report, 
^9,230  9s.  2d.,  since  which  date  the  Fund  has  been 
increased  to  £10,808  4s.  nd.

Consequently  the  balance  of  the  Building  and  Repairs 
Fund  now  stands  at  ^10,370  2s.  6d. 

The  Committee  being  of  opinion  that  the  amount  of 
the  Building  and  Repairs  Fund  is  sufficient  to  meet  the 
present  requirements  of  the  Institution,  have  decided 
that,  until  circumstances  require  otherwise,  they  will 
abstain  from  making  precepts  upon  the  Borough 
Treasurer  in  respect  of  the  cost  of  ordinary  repairs  and 
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insurance  at  the  Asylum,  which  on  the  average  for  the 
past  five  years  have  amounted  to  over  £T,6oo  per 
annum. 

The  cost  of  such  repairs,  &c.,  will  be  charged  against 
the  profit  received  from  private  and  contract  patients, 
so  long  as  circumstances  permit,  but  in  the  event  of 
those  sources  of  income  falling  off,  owing  to  the  deter¬ 
mination  of  existing  contracts  or  for  other  cause,  it 
would  be  necessary  to  charge  the  cost  of  ordinary 
repairs  to  the  Borough  Rate  as  heretofore. 

The  Committee  desire  to  place  on  record  their  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  services  rendered  by  Dr.  Planck  during 
the  absence  on  leave  of  Dr.  Walker,  and  the  able 
manner  in  which  he  has  discharged  the  duties  of 
Medical  Superintendent  since  his  appointment.  The 
Committee  also  desire  to  record  their  satisfaction  with 
the  manner  in  which  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  and 
the  Staff  generally  perform  their  respective  duties. 

The  Committee  feel  it  their  duty  to  remind  the 
Council  that  since  the  Corporation  took  over  the  sole 
management  of  the  Asylum  on  the  30th  September,  1903, 
the  responsible  duties  of  Clerk  to  the  Visiting  Committee 
have  been  performed  by  the  Town  Clerk,  and  that  no 
pecuniary  recognition  has  been  made  of  the  additional 
work  and  responsibility  which  has  devolved  upon  him. 

The  best  thanks  of  this  Committee  are  due  to  him  for 
the  services  which  have  been  so  rendered.

The  Medical  Superintendent  has  the  honour  to 
submit  the  Seventh  Annual  Report  to  you  as  the 
Committee  of  Visitors  of  the  Brighton  County 
Borough  Asylum,  being  the  Fifty-second  since  the 
opening  of  the  Asylum. 

The  Admissions  during  the  year  ending  September 
30th,  1909,  have  been — Males,  117;  Females,  142; 
Total,  259. 

The  Discharges  during  the  year  have  been — Males, 
35;  Females,  55;  Total,  90. 

The  Deaths  during  the  same  period  have  been — 
Males,  23;  Females,  28;  Total,  51. 

The  Average  Number  Daily  Resident  during  the 
year  has  been — Males,  356;  Females,  486;  Total,  842. 

The  Numbers  in  the  Asylum  this  day,  30th  September, 
1910,  are — Males,  371  ;  Females,  494;  Total,  865.

The  total  number  of  patients  chargeable  to  Brighton 
and  to  the  Steyning  Union  has  increased  by  12,  viz., 
an  increase  of  Males,  3,  and  of  Females,  9. 

The  Admissions  during  the  year  from  the  Parish  of 
Brighton  and  from  the  portion  of  Steyning  Union  in 
the  County  Borough  of  Brighton  have  been — Males,  61  ; 
Females,  89  ;  Total,  150. 

Of  the  Admissions,  138  in  number  (excluding 
transfers  from  other  Asylums),  37.5  per  cent,  of  the 
Males  were  deemed  curable,  and  45.1  per  cent,  of  the 
Females.  Excluding  transfers  from  other  Asylums, 
the  percentage  of  those  discharged  as  recovered  within 
the  year  is  5.4  per  cent,  less  than  last  year,  viz.,  31.2 
as  against  25.8  per  cent,

The  Discharges  were  90,  of  whom  35  were  Males 
and  55  Females. 

Of  the  35  Males  who  were  discharged,  17  had 
recovered,  this  being  a  percentage  of  30.4  on  the 
admissions,  excluding  transfers,  9  were  discharged  to 
the  care  of  friends,  2  by  operation  of  Law,  one  by 
irregular  admission,  and  6  were  removed  to  other 
Asylums. 

Of  the  55  Females  who  were  discharged,  26  had 
recovered,  this  being  a  percentage  of  31.7  on  the 
admissions,  excluding  transfers,  n  were  discharged  to 
the  care  of  friends,  17  were  transferred  to  other 
Asylums,  and  one  discharged  by  operation  of  Law. 

Fifty-one  deaths  occurred,  viz.,  23  Males,  28  Females. 
The  death  rate,  based  on  the  average  daily  number 
resident,  is  Males,  6.5  ;  Females,  5.8.  For  both  sexes 
6.1  per  cent.  Of  the  total  deaths  3  were  due  to  phthisis, 
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7  to  bronchitis  or  pneumonia,  io  to  heart  disease, 
4  to  nephritis,  io  to  general  paralysis,  3  to  old  age, 
and  the  remaining  14  to  various  forms  of  brain  disease 
or  other  constitutional  disorder.

The  Mean  Age  at  Death  for  both  sexes  was  58.7 
years — Males,  55.0;  Females,  61.8. 


The  Coroner  held  an  inquest  concerning  the  death 
of  one  patient,  a  feeble  old  woman,  who  fractured  her 
thigh  from  an  accidental  fall,  and  died  ten  days 
afterwards  of  pneumonia.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict 
that  death  was  due  to  pneumonia,  secondary  to  a 
fracture  of  the  femur  caused  by  an  accidental  fall.

In  January  and  February  there  was  a  slight  epidemic 
of  Influenza,  chiefly  affecting  the  Female  side,  and 
during  the  present  month  Asylum  Dysentery,  from 
which  the  Asylum  had  been  free  for  nine  months,  again 
appeared,  attacking  one  Attendant  and  three  patients, 
and  in  the  case  of  one  Female  patient  it  terminated 
fatally. 

The  serious  non-fatal  casualties  have  been  two  in 
number,  a  Male  patient  fracturing  one  of  his  ribs  by 
falling,  in  a  fit,  and  a  Female  patient  was  badly  burned 
on  the  back  and  arms  by  falling,  in  a  fit,  against  a  hot- 
water  supply  pipe  in  one  of  the  bathrooms.  These 
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pipes  have  since  been  protected  by  wooden  casing. 

There  have  been  two  escapes — a  man  who  was 
working  in  the  garden,  and  a  woman  who  escaped 
through  a  door  which  had  been  carelessly  left  unlocked 
by  some  person  whose  identity  is  not  established. 
Both  were  brought  back  to  the  Asylum  after  a  short 
absence. 

The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  have  not  visited  the 
Asylum  during  the  year. 

Committees  of  the  Brighton,  Steyning,  West  Ham, 
Edmonton,  and  Willesden  Guardians  have  visited  the 
Asylum  during  the  year  and  expressed  satisfaction  at 
the  care  and  treatment  the  patients  received. 

The  Reception  Contracts  with  the  Visiting  Committees 
of  the  Middlesex  County  Asylums  at  Napsbury  and 
Wandsworth  were  duly  completed,  and  ioo  Middlesex 
patients — 50  Males  and  50  Females — were  admitted 
in  November  and  December. 

The  necessary  repairs  to  the  Building  have  been 
carried  out,  and  the  re-decoration  of  the  Wards, 
Dormitories  and  Staircases  on  the  Female  side  has 
been  continued. 

The  boiler  in  connection  with  the  heating  apparatus 
on  the  Female  side  of  the  House  being  quite  worn  out, 
a  new  boiler  has  been  provided. 

The  gas  supply  to  the  four  cottages  outside  the 
Asylum  Gates  has  been  improved  by  removing  the 
long  branch  from  the  Asylum  Main  and  laying  short 
branches  to  the  Company’s  main  in  the  road. 

With  the  exception  of  one  Attendant,  who  was 
dismissed  for  disobedience,  the  conduct  of  the  Staff 
generally  has  been  good.

There  have  been  several  changes  among  the  Official 
Staff. 

Early  in  November  the  Medical  Superintendent 
became  seriously  ill.  He  was  granted  an  extended 
leave  of  absence,  but  his  health  did  not  improve,  and 
in  May  he  felt  compelled  to  tender  his  resignation. 

Dr.  Walker  had  been  28  years  in  the  service  of  the 
institution,  and  his  illness  and  enforced  retirement  were 
deeply  regretted  by  the  entire  Staff. 

On  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Walker  you  honoured 
me  by  promotion  to  the  responsible  post  of  Medical 
Superintendent. 

Dr.  Harper-Smith,  late  Assistant  Medical  Officer  at 
Claybury  Asylum,  has  been  appointed  First  Assistant 
Medical  Officer,  and  commenced  his  duties  in  July. 
He  has  proved  himself  an  able  and  agreeable  colleague. 

The  Housekeeper,  Mrs.  Woodhouse,  who  had  held 
that  office  for  26J  years,  was  compelled  to  retire  through 
ill-health  in  February,  and  Miss  Mary  Darbyshire  was 
promoted  to  the  vacant  post. 

In  February  Mrs.  Ethel  Austins  was  appointed 
Assistant  Female  Officer,  and  came  into  residence  in 
March. 

I  desire  to  offer  thanks  to  my  colleagues,  Drs.  Harper- 
Smith  and  Forster,  for  their  invaluable  assistance  in 
the  medical  and  administrative  work  of  the  Asylum, 
and  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  services  of  the 
entire  Staff. 

To  you,  Gentlemen,  I  offer  grateful  thanks  for  your 
kind  consideration  and  support.

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THE  CHAPLAIN’S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Chaplain  has  the  honour  to  lay  before  the 
Committee  his  Annual  Report. 

The  Wards,  Workshops  and  Infirmaries  have  been 
regularly  visited  during  the  year,  and  the  Schools  super¬ 
intended  in  the  Winter  months. 

Every  care  has  been  taken  in  the  ordering  of  books 
for  the  library,  and  the  shelves  in  the  Wards  are  now 
well  supplied  with  literature  of  various  kinds. 

The  Choir  suffered  for  a  time  owing  to  the  promotion 
of  its  leader,  Miss  Darbyshire,  but  the  work  has  been 
well  taken  up  by  Mrs.  Austins,  and  Attendants  and 
Nurses  give  their  best. 

There  have  been  51  deaths  during  the  year,  and  22 
burials  in  the  Asylum  Cemetery.  Unless  anything  un¬ 
foreseen  should  happen  the  Cemetery  should  be  avail¬ 
able  for  at  least  six  years. 

The  retirement  of  Dr.  Walker  was  a  great  loss  to  the 
Chaplain,  after  an  unbroken  friendship  of  18  years. 

During  the  Chaplain’s  holiday  in  September  the  duties 
were  undertaken  by  the  Rev.  George  Moore,  Chaplain 
to  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Sheffield.

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REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONERS  IN  LUNACY. 


Brighton  Lunatic  Asylum, 

December  19th ,  1910. 

Since  this  Asylum  was  last  visited  by  members  of  our 
Board,  Dr.  Walker,  who  had  been  for  28  years  in  the 
Asylum  Service,  and  for  ten  years  in  the  post  of  Medical 
Superintendent,  has  retired,  and  has  been  succeeded  by 
Dr.  Planck,  the  Senior  Assistant  Medical  Officer. 

We  found  this  old  Asylum  maintained  in  fair  order. 
Speaking  generally,  the  Wards  are  comfortable  and  the 
dormitories  airy  and  clean.  Many  of  the  former,  how¬ 
ever,  remain  lacking  in  objects  calculated  to  interest  and 
amuse  the  patients,  especially  those  in  which  the  more 
troublesome  class  are  detained,  with  the  usual  result 
that  there  was  in  them  much  quite  unnecessary  noise 
and  excitement,  Female  Ward  6  being  especially 
noticeable  in  this  respect. 

A  good  deal  of  painting  and  re-decoration  has  been 
taken  in  hand,  some  of  which  was  still  in  progress  at  the 
time  of  our  visit.  With  regard  to  points  mentioned  by 
our  colleagues  last  year,  nothing  has  been  done  to 
enlarge  and  improve  the  Airing  Court  of  F.W.  6 ; 
there  are  still  some  stiff  gas  brackets  in  the 
w.c.  lobbies  which  should  be  made  flexible,  and  the 
fixed  screen  surrounding  the  ironing  stove  in  the 
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Laundry  renders  the  proper  supervision  of  patients 
working  there  impossible  ;  there  is  still  no  provision  for 
the  nursing  of  phythical  and  other  suitable  cases  in 
open-air  verandahs. 

A  Steam  Calender  is  about  to  be  purchased  for  the 
Laundry. 

In  the  seventeen  months  that  have  elapsed  since  this 
Asylum  was  last  visited  the  following  changes  have 
occurred  among  the  patients  : —

There  are  to-day  on  the  Statutory  Books  the  names 
of  367  men  and  508  women,  making  a  total  of  875 
patients.  With  the  exception  of  one  man,  who  is  out 
on  trial,  all  the  patients  were  in  residence. 

Twenty-nine  belong  to  the  private  class,  and  there  are 
164  out-county  patients.  Of  these  48,  50,  and  60  are 
received  under  contract  from  Napsbury,  Wandsworth, 
and  West  Ham  Asylums,  respectively,  while  there  are 
six  patients  chargeable,  one  each  to  the  out-county 
Unions  of  Bermondsey,  Whitechapel,  Cuckfield,  Cardiff, 
St.  Giles,  and  Hammersmith. 

Five  children  are  boarded  out  in  the  East  Sussex 
Asylum,  and  we  noticed  two  boys  warded  with  the 
adults,  for  whom  we  hope  that  similar  provision  will 
speedily  be  made. 

The  Asylum  is  overcrowded  to  the  extent  of  six  on 
the  Male  and  five  on  the  Female  side. 
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We  saw  all  the  patients  in  residence  in  the  course  of 
our  visit,  giving  full  opportunity  to  any  of  them  who 
desired  to  talk  to  us  of  doing  so.  The  vast  majority  of 
the  complaints  that  we  received  related  to  the  subject  of 
detention,  and  of  the  others  there  were  none  that  call  for 
special  mention  here.  We  hope,  however,  that  the 
necessity  of  behaving  with  the  utmost  kindness  and  for¬ 
bearance  to  even  the  most  irritating  and  trying  patients 
will  be  strongly  impressed  upon  the  Nurses,  as  some  of 
the  complaints  which  we  received  from  female  patients 
seemed  to  indicate  something  wanting  in  this  respect. 

On  the  whole  the  patients  were  quiet  and  orderly, 
tidy  and  neat  in  their  dress  and  personal  appearance, 
especially  on  the  Female  side,  and  fairly  happy  and 
contented. 

We  saw  an  ample  dinner  of  boiled  beef,  haricot  beans 
and  bread,  served  in  the  Female  Dining  Hall.  We  were 
much  surprised  to  find  that  there  is  no  attempt  made  to 
warm  the  plates ;  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  why  no  gravy 
is  supplied  except  on  Sundays.  In  the  Male  Dining 
Hall  the  dinner  consisted  of  soup  and  bread  and  cheese. 
There  were  but  few  complaints  as  to  the  food,  and  we 
were  glad  to  hear  that  the  allowances  of  bread  have  been 
increased  in  the  Dietary  Table  to  8ozs.  for  the  men  and 
6ozs.  for  the  women  at  breakfast  and  supper. 

The  maintenance  charges  per  head  per  week  are  : — 
9s.  6d.  for  home,  from  13s.  6d.  to  15s.  for  out-county,  and 
from  16s.  to  42s.  for  private  patients. 

There  is  no  recorded  use  of  mechanical  restraint  or 
seclusion.  In  connection  with  the  latter  we  observe 
that  none  of  the  padded  rooms  in  the  establishment  are 
provided  with  fixed  floor-pads. 
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The  deaths  were,  except  in  one  instance,  due  to 
natural  causes.  In  two  cases  an  inquest  was  held  ;  in 
one  a  verdict  of  death  from  natural  causes  was  returned, 
and  in  the  other  death  was  said  to  be  due  to  pneumonia, 
secondary  to  a  fracture  of  the  neck  of  the  femur  caused 
by  a  fall,  the  result  of  misadventure. 

Of  the  deaths  25  per  cent,  were  due  to  general 
paralysis  and  5  per  cent,  to  phthisis.  In  only  50 
per  cent,  was  the  cause  verified  by  post-mortem 
examination. 

In  no  instance  was  a  bedsore  found  to  exist  at  death. 

One  Male  and  seven  Female  patients  suffered  from 
colitis  between  August,  1909,  and  the  present  time,  and 
there  were  26  cases  of  influenza  on  the  Female  side 
during  the  early  part  of  this  year ;  otherwise  there  was 
no  occurrence  of  epidemic  or  zymotic  disease. 

Among  the  serious  but  non-fatal  casualties  there  were 
several  cases  of  fractures  of  bones  from  falls.  One 
woman  had  her  arm  broken  by  another  patient,  and  we 
saw  to-day  in  bed  a  woman  suffering  from  fracture  of 
the  left  tibia,  the  cause  of  the  fracture  being  unknown. 
A  Female  patient  had  her  back  and  arms  burnt  through 
falling  against  a  hot-water  pipe  when  getting  out  of  her 
bath.  The  pipe  has  since  been  cased  in  wood,  a  process 
which  should  be  applied  to  a  large  number  of  uncovered 
hot  pipes  throughout  the  building. 

The  general  health  seems  to  have  been  good.  There 
were  to-day  in  bed  35  women  and  nine  men,  largely  on 
account  of  mental  reasons  or  debility. 

Of  the  Annual  Returns  made  to  our  Board  few  call 
for  special  mention.  We  notice,  however,  that  no 
services  are  supplied  for  patients  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
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faith,  who,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  numbered  40, 
and  two  patients  complained  to  us  that  they  were  not  as 
frequently  visited  by  the  priest  as  was  formerly  the  case. 
Whether  this  is  true  or  not,  we  think  that  every  care 
should  be  taken  to  provide  all  patients  with  such  conso¬ 
lation  as  they  can  obtain  from  the  exercise  of  their 
religion. 

The  Staff  of  Attendants  and  Nurses  is  rather  below 
the  average,  and  works  out  at  one  to  11.8  patients;  47 
per  cent,  of  them  have  been  in  the  Asylum  service  for 
more  than  five  years.  No  one  has  been  dismissed  or 
allowed  to  resign  to  escape  dismissal  for  misconduct 
directly  affecting  the  treatment  of  the  patients. 

We  hear  that  for  the  purpose  of  the  Asylum  Officers 
Superannuation  Act,  1909,  almost  everyone  in  the 
Asylum  employment  has  been  treated  as  an  Established 
Officer  or  Servant  and  placed  in  Class  I.  A  good 
number  of  the  Nurses  have  contracted  out  of  the  Act. 

Dr.  Planck  has  the  assistance  of  two  Medical  Officers, 
and  will  have  no  easy  task  to  bring  this  Asylum  up  to 
the  standard  of  modern  requirements.
